PURPOSE: To make it possible to set the drawing-out 
direction of a cable freely by providing a holding 
device of the cable, grasped rotatable on the back of a 
cover B, at the position of almost a half circular form 
around the axis as the center, on a plane including its 
rotation axis. 

CONSTITUTION: In a main body 56 of an. insulator 
furnishing plural contact makers 2, a projection pawl 66 
to fix a cable made of a metal is furnished at the cable 
connnecting side. Inside the half circumference of a 
cover A, balls 48 are furnished in specific intervals, 
and moreover, opposite balls are in the squeezing 
condition each other through coil springs 49. As a 
result, the cable 3 is fixed while its periphery is 
squeezed by the balls 40. When the cable is drawn out in 
a desired angle position, it is moved along the half 
circumference, and fixed at a specific position. The 
cable 3 is penetrated through the cover A and a cover B, 
and after the end is loosened and connected to the 
responding contact maker 2, it is fastened and fixed to 
the projection pawl 66 with a synthetic resin band 8. 
Then, the cover B is screwed up to the main body 65, and 
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
